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Italians Hold 
10-Minute 
'Protest Strike 


Killings In Trieste 
Bring Bitter Words 
Against British Chief 


ROME (fll—Italians from Trieste 
to the toe of the peninsu la laid 
down their tools today in a 10-min­ 
u te “ memorial” work stoppage for 
the six persons killed by police du r­ 
i n g Trieste rioting last week. 
The suspension was called by 
all three to Italy ’s big labor fed­ 
erations, representing nearly all 
Italian workers. They said only 
essential pubic serv ices contin­ 
ued during 
the period. 
Many 
schools in Rome observ ed sil­ 
ence. 
The 
nationwide 
demonstration 
followed a bitter accu sation y es­ 
te rd a y against the 
British 
corn­ 
i n anders of the Trieste civ il police 
by the Italian gov ernment. Its re­ 
port said the bloodshed in the dis­ 
pu ted Adriatic city “ was cau sed by 
riot squ ad tactics of the police, 
which were characterized by ex ­ 
treme sev erity and the hasty u se 
of firearms.” 
The report charged the police 
measu res were u nju stified. It add­ 
ed that the British had failed to 
.feed adv ance warnings by Italian 
Officials or Italians’ pleas to ease 
the situ ation.

TODAY’S WORK stoppage mark­ 
ed the second consecu tiv e day of 
calm following the 
bloody 
riots 
that swept Italy last week. 
Riot police and Carabinieri stood 
gu ard ou tside the British Embas­ 
sy in Rome, where 12,000 rioters 
battled with police Satu rday , bu t 
-there was no demonstration. Po­ 
l i c e also were in relativ ely large j 
nu mbers near the U. S. Embassy I 
bu t had nothing to do. 
Trieste itself, 
where 
an 
esti­ 
mated 150,000 persons tu rned ou t 
y esterday to bu ry the six riot v ic­ 
tims, also remarked qu iet. 
Italian newspapers continued to 
demand remov al of Maj. Gen. Sir 
J ohn Winterton. Allied command­ 
er in Trieste’s Zone A. 
— Italian Prime Minister Giu seppe 
Pella called in a radio speech last 
nigh fir n ♦» *?*•";gh parliamentary 
inv estigation to place the blame 
for the Trieste ou tbreak. He also 
asked that the British and Ameri­ 
cans look into what took place. 
He did not mention Winterton 
by name. Earlier, howev er, reli­ 
able informants said he told U. S. 
Ambassador Clare Booth Lu ce the 
general, as the Allied official in 
^ 
' harge of the Trieste occu pation 
_orce, shou ld be remov ed. 
The 2,500-word gov ernment re­ 
port issu ed after Pella spoke y es­ 
terday probably will be the base 
for the parliament’s inv estigation. 


Mossadegh Twits 
Military Court 


TEHRAN. Iran ow-Angry ex - 
dictator Mohammed Mossadegh, 
challenging the competence of a 
military tribunal to try him as a 
traitor, today threatened to com- 
-mit suicide, fired his lawy er and- 
warned the court he might boy ­ 
cott future sessions. 
Clad in his customary pajam­ 
as, the 7 3-y ear-old former pre­ 
mier told the court he would not 
appeal any 
sentence it might 
mete out. 
“ I will not accept any forgiv e 
ness. I will stay in this prison un­ 
til I die. If y ou release me, I 
will commit suicide as soon as I 
get hold of the means,” he shout­ 
ed. 
“ I am not going to attend the 
coming sessions ev en if y ou cut 
off my head,” he declared at the 
climax of a heated argument with 
Gen. Nasrollah Moghbeli, chair­ 
man of the fiv e-man tribunal. 
It was the second day of the 
trial for his life. As he did on the 
first day , he wept, panted, pound­ 
ed the table and gesticulated. He 
made fiery speeches against the 
British, whom he had fought to 
a deadlock ov er this nation’s v ast 
oil riches. 


At both 
sessions, 
Mossadegh 
declared the military court was 
not competent to try him on char­ 
ges he tried to ov erthrow the 
monarchy , defied the Shah and 
illegally 
dissolv ed 
the 
Majlis 
(lower house of parliament). And 
at each, lie used the old argu­ 
ment (the British were the cause 
of Iran’s woes) that once had 
brought him unprecedented pow­ 
er until his ov erthrow and sub­ 
sequent arrest after a bloody 
Aug. 19 coup led by supporters of 
the Shah. 
Today ’s session girt off to a 
start a half-hour late because of 
the ailing defendant’s failure to 
appear on time. He started out 
by declaring he would not appeal 
this court’s sentence, which could 
be death by hanging. 
“ And if the Shah pardons me 
I will not accept it,” he declar­ 
ed, adding sharply , “ Forgiv eness 
is for traitors.” 
As on the first day , the ex -pre­ 
mier stumbled and staggered into 
the courtroom, weav ing his close- 
cropped head from side to side. 
Court officers escorting him had 
all they could do to keep him 
from falling in a heap.

Wilson Says 
U.S. Gave Reds 
^ U-Boat Fleet 
WASHINGTON LB-Secretary of 
Defense Wilson said today that af­ 
ter World War ll “ we were du mb 
enou gh to tu rn ov er the whole Ger­ 
man su bmarine fleet to the Ru s­ 
sians.” 
Wilson also said he had been mis­ 
qu oted as say ing 
du ring 
Senate 
hearings on his I omination that 
“ what’s good for General Motors 
Cf; good for the cou ntry .” 
He did not elaborate on his re­ 
mark abou t German su bmarines, 
nor say how many the Germans 
su rrendered. Asked abou t reports 
that Ru ssia has the world s second 
largest nav y , Wilson said; 
“ When any one mentions the Ru s­ 
sian su bmarines and the fact that 
we were du mb enou gh to tu rn ov er 
the whole German su bmarine fleet 
to the Ru ssians, I get a little hot 
.nd stay hot for sev eral minu tes.” 
Asked. “ Did we 
agree 
to

that?” Wilson replied: “ Yes. They 
got the su bmarines.”

controv ersial 
statement of a few weeks ago that 
he does not think the 
Ru ssians

any more than they did ju st be­ 
cau se they ’v e got big armies on 
the other side of the line in Eu r­ 
ope.” 


Tighter Rules 
On Ohio Race 
Tracks Urged 
COLUMBUS LB-The Ohio Rac­ 
ing Commission proposed a series 
of changes in its regu lations to 
tighten operations at ru nning and 
harness race tracks in amendments 
on file with the secretary of state 
today . 
The changes drafted by Edward 
Corrigan, 
commission 
secretary , 
will be rev iewed by the commission 
at a Colu mbu s hearing Dec. 8 . 
Major changes to tighten regu la­ 
tions inclu de: 
A limit of eight races daily at 
ru nning tracks which now often 
hav e nine races or more a day . 
State licensing of all personnel 
connected with harness racing, now 
licensed by the U. S. Trotting Assn. 
Requ ire u rine as well as saliv a 
tests for all race winners. 
A ban against u nlocking pari­ 
mu tu el betting machines u ntil after 
ru nning races hav e been declared 
official. Pari-mu tu el machines at 
harness races mu st be locked when 
the mov able starting gate reaches 
the one-six teenth pole. Regu lations 
now requ ire locking when horses 
reach the 7/s pole on mile tracks 
and the % pole on half-mile tracks. 
The new regu lation also prev ents 
u nlocking in ev ent of starting re­ 
calls. 
The changes also seek to place 
responsibility on the trainer for the 
condition of a horse when it ru ns 
a race. The additional prov ision in 
the corru pt practices section w-as 
inserted u nder the regu lation deal­ 
ing with injection of dru gs and the 
u se of other stimu lants on horses

FBI agents hav e swarmed into Pe­ 
toskey since last Tu esday when the 
$20 bill was discov ered by Mrs. 
Henry J. Krau ser, who operates a 
rooming hou se. 
Mrs. Krau ser identified the mon­ 
ey from a list circu lated by the 
FBI to all operators of botels and 
merchants. 
The Detroit Times story said the 
nu mber of bills discov ered since 
the FBI came on the scene is a 
closely gu arded secret.

THERE HAVE been no arrests 
made in connection with the pass­ 
ing of the money . 
Becau se of the secu rity clamp, 
local police officials denied any 
knowledge of the situ ation. And the

U.S. Deficit 
Of $9 Billion 
Being Hinted 
DETROIT LB—Secretary of the 
Treasu ry Hu mphrey said today the 
gov ernment faces a possible defi­ 
cit of u p to $9 billion nex t y ear 
u nless spending can be cu t or tax ­ 
es raised. 
And, he said, “only 
relativ ely 
small redu ctions” in 
gov ernment 
spending can be made qu ickly . 
This appeared to point, in Hu m­ 
phrey ’s v iew, to a solu tion combin­ 
ing (a) some tax increases, (b) 
some red ink spending, and (c) 
some redu ctions in spending. 
Hu mphrey , in remarks prepared 
for the Detroit Economic Clu b, did 
not say what possible tax increas­ 
es the Treasu ry might hav e in 
mind, bu t more rev enu e from ex ­ 
cise or sales tax es seemed indi­ 
cated. 
Hu mphrey said the “ dilemma” 
of how to meet the deficit nex t 
y ear is “ou r most u rgent prob­ 
lem at this time.” It is a dilemma 
that mu st be solv ed shortly , since 
bu dget estimates for fiscal 1955 
mu st be completed soon. 
As he has done repeatedly , Hu m­ 
phrey hinted strongly that the Eis­ 
enhower administration will renew 
its requ est to Congress for a higher 
debt limit. Congress last su mmer 
refu sed a White Hou se requ est for 
an increase in the gov ernment’s 
borrowing power from 275 to 290 
billion dollars. 


“ IN A WAY I'm glad it’s ov er, 
bu t I still wish I cou ld hav e kept 
him for a few more day s,” Mrs.

Killings In Trieste 
Bring Bitter W ords 
A gainst British Chief 


ROME UTh-Italians from Trieste 
to the toe of the peninsula laid 
down their tools today in a 10-min­ 
ute “ m em orial” work stoppage for 
the six persons killed by police dur­ 
i n g Trieste rioting last week.

Its re­ 
port said the bloodshed in the dis­ 
puted Adriatic city “ was caused by 
riot squad tactics of the police, 
which were characterized by ex­

The report charged 
the police 
m easures were unjustified. It add­ 
ed that the British had failed to 
•heed advance warnings by Italian 
Officials or Italians’ pleas to ease 
the situation. • • • 
TODAY’S WORK stoppage m ark­ 
ed the second consecutive day of 
calm following 
the 
bloody 
riots 
that swept Italy last week. 
Riot police and Carabinieri stood 
guard outside the British Em bas­ 
sy in Rome, where 12.000 rioters 
battled with police Saturday, but 
-there was no demonstration. Po­ 
l i c e also were in relatively large 
num bers near the U. S. Embassy 
but had nothing to do. 
Trieste itself,

m ated 150,000 persons turned out 
yesterday to bury the six riot vic­ 
tims, also rem arked quiet. 
Italian newspapers continued to 
demand removal of Maj.

Mossadegh Twits 
Military Court 


TEHRAN, Iran MPI—Angry ear- 
dictator Mohammed Mossadegh, 
challenging the competence of a 
military tribunal to try him as a 
traitor, today threatened to com- 
-mlt suicide, fired his lawyer and- 
warned the court he might boy- 
cott future sessions. 
Clad in his customary p ajam ­ 
as, the 73-year-old former pre­ 
m ier told the court he would not 
appeal any 
sentence 
it 
might 
mete out. 
“ I will not accept any forgiv,- 
ness. I will stay in this prison un­ 
til I die. If you release 
me, I 
will commit suicide as soon as I 
get hold of the m eans,” he shout­ 
ed. 
“ I am not going to attend the 
coming sessions even if you cut 
off my head,” he declared at the 
climax of a heated argum ent with 
Gen. Nasrollah Moghbeli, chair­ 
m an of the five-man tribunal. 
It was the second day of the 
trial for his life. As he did on the 
first day, he wept, panted, pound­ 
ed the table and gesticulated. He 
m ade fiery speeches against the 
British, whom he had fought to 
a deadlock over this nation’s vast 
oil riches. 


At both 
sessions, 
Mossadegh 
declared the military court was 
not competent to try him on char­ 
ges he tried to overthrow 
the 
monarchy, defied the Shah and 
illegally 
dissolved 
the 
Majlis 
(lower house of parliament). And 
at each, he used the old argu­ 
ment (the British were the cause 
of Iran ’s woes) that once had 
brought him unprecedented pow­ 
er until his overthrow and sub­ 
sequent arrest 
after a 
bloody 
Aug. 19 coup led by supporters of 
the Shah. 
Today’s session got off to a 
start a half hour late because of 
the ailing defendant’s failure to 
appear on time. He started out 
by declaring he would not appeal 
this court’s sentence, which could 
be death by hanging. 
“ And if the Shah pardons me 
I will not accept it.” he declar­ 
ed, adding sharply, “ Forgiveness 
is for traitors.” 
As on the first day, the ex pre­ 
mier stumbled and staggered into 
the courtroom, weaving his close- 
cropped head from side to side. 
Court officers escorting him had 
ail they could do to keep him 
from falling in a heap.

The crippled, one-eyed king was 
stricken with angina pectoris Oct. 
9, but on Oct. 27 a message reached 
the outside world that he had pass­ 
ed the crisis. 
The king, a 6 foot, 4 inch giant 
of a m an in his prime, had been 
crippled in recent years by arth­ 
ritis.

Ibn Saud’s skill and daring as a 
desert warrior carved out for him 
his kingdom of Saudi Arabia, with 
six million subjects.

COLUMBUS (if)—Ohio gamblers, 
especially those who play bingo or

campaigns. Lau sche has u sed anti­ 
gambling issu es su ccessfu lly in the 
past. 
The qu estion of whether charity 
bingo was gambling has been ex ­ 
plosiv e issu e for past legislatu res. 
The Ohio Constitu tion say s: “ Lot­ 
teries, and the sale of lottery tick­ 
ets, for any 
pu rpose whatev er, 
shall forev er be prohibited in this 
state.” 
Bu t the constitu tion prov ides no 
penalties for v iolating the lottery 
section, leav ing that u p to the Leg­ 
islatu re. 
State law prov ided a max imu m 
$500 gambling fine u ntil 1943 when 
the Legislatu re limited the penal­ 
ty to gambling for one’s own profit. 
The rev ised law read: “ Whoev ­ 
er, for his own profit, establishes 
. . . a lottery or scheme of chance 
. . . shall be fined. . . ” 
Since insertion of the words, “ for 
his own profit,” charity bingo has 
flou rished. 
Bu t Colu mbu s cracked down on 
Mrs. Clarissa B arr who operated 
a keno game, similar to bingo, for 
the benefit of a hospital gu ild. She 
was conv icted of possessing keno 
slips u nder a Colu mbu s ordinance 
aimed at lotteries, inclu ding bingo 
and keno. 
Mrs. B arr contended the ordi­ 
nance was u nenforceable becau se 
it conflicted with state law. An 
appellate cou rt u pheld her con­ 
tention and rev ersed her conv ic­ 
tion. 
The Su preme Cou rt in tu rn re­ 
v ersed the appellate cou rt and af­ 
firmed the mu nicipal cou rt conv ic­ 
tion. Ju dge Henry A. Middleton of 
Toledo, backed by fiv e other Su ­ 
prem e Cou rt ju dges, had this to 
say in his opinion: 
“ It is the opinion of this cou rt 
that the theory followed by the de­ 
fendant (Mrs. Barr) is u ntenable, 
and that the decision of the cou rt of 
appeals was erroneou s. 
“ It may be conceded that Sec­ 
tion 6, Article XV of the Ohio Con­ 
stitu tion . . . is not self-ex ecu ting 
to the ex tent that it prescribes no 
penalty for v iolation thereof. 
“ Howev er, to the ex tent that it 
is a declarativ e 
limitation 
u pon 
the plenary legislativ e of the Ohio 
General Assembly with respect to 
lotteries and the sale of lottery 
tickets, it is self-ex ecu ting. . . 
“ The 
Ohio 
General 
Assembly 
has no au thority to legalize, either 
directly or indirectly , lotteries in 
any form. 
“ Prescribing a specific penalty 
for 
the 
operation 
of 
gambling 
transactions for one’s own profit 
does not by indirection legalize the 
same transactions if carried on not 
for profit. 
“ The defendant, therefore, can 
find no ju stification for the carry ­ 
ing on of gambling transactions 
u nder or by reason of the prov i­ 
sions 
of Section 13064, 
General 
Code. 
“ Is the ordinance v alid? Mani­ 
festly , the ordinance does not u n­ 
dertake to legalize any thing made 
illegal by the qu oted statu te. 
“ The ordinance merely goes fu r­ 
ther than the statu te in prescrib­ 
ing a penalty for engaging in gam 
bling transactions not cov ered by 
the statu te, the ordinance is not 


inconsistent with the statu te. . . 
“ Withou t 
mu ltiply ing 
au thori­ 
ties or ex tending the discu ssion, it 
is the holding of this cou rt that in 
adopting the ordinance in qu estion 
the City of Colu mbu s w as ex ercis- j 
ing the police power v ested in it: 
by the constitu tion; that the or’d i-j 
nance does not conflict with the 
statu te in qu estion; and, therefore, 
that the ordinance is v alid and 
enforceable.” 
Attorney s said that u nder the de­ 
cision, 
mu nicipalities 
cou ld 
ban 
bingo effectiv ely throu gh u se of 
an ordinance similar to that u sed 
by the City of Colu mbu s. State 
law wou ld apply to bingo opera-1 
tions ou tside mu nicipalities, they 
added.

Rhodes soon may issue a com­ 
plete audit of the commission that 
could become an administration 
hot potato in next year’s political 
campaigns. Lausche has used anti­ 
gambling issues successfully in the 
past. 
The question of whether charity 
bingo was gambling has been ex­ 
plosive issue for past legislatures. 
The Ohio Constitution says: “ Lot­ 
teries, and the sale of lottery tick­ 
ets, for any purpose whatever, 
shall forever be prohibited in this 
state.” 
But the constitution provides no 
penalties for violating the lottery 
section, leaving that up to the Leg­ 
islature. 
State law provided a maximum 
$500 gambling fine until 1943 when 
the Legislature limited the penal­ 
ty to gambling for one’s own profit. 
The revised law read: “Whoev­ 
er, for his own profit, establishes 
. a lottery or scheme of chance 
, . shall be fined. . . ” 
Since insertion of the words, “ for 
his own profit,” charity bingo has 
flourished. 
But Columbus cracked down on 
Mrs. Clarissa Barr who operated 
a keno game, similar to bingo, for 
the benefit of a hospital guild. She 
was convicted of possessing keno 
slips under a Columbus ordinance 
aimed at lotteries, including bingo 
and keno. 
Mrs. Barr contended the ordi­ 
nance was unenforceable because 
it conflicted with state law. An 
appellate court upheld her con­ 
tention and reversed her convic­ 
tion. 
The Supreme Court in turn re­ 
versed the appellate court and af­ 
firmed the municipal court convic­ 
tion. Judge Henry A. Middleton of 
Toledo, backed by five other Su­ 
preme Court judges, had this to 
say in his opinion: 
“ It is the opinion of this court 
that the theory followed by the de­ 
fendant (Mrs. Barr) is untenable, 
and that the decision of the court of 
appeals was erroneous. 
“ It may be conceded that Sec­ 
tion 6, Article XV of the Ohio Con­ 
stitution . . . is not self-executing 
to the extent that it prescribes no 
penalty for violation thereof. 
“ However, to the extent that it 
is a declarative 
limitation 
upon 
the plenary legislative of the Ohio 
General Assembly with respect to 
lotteries and the sale of lottery 
tickets, it is self-executing. . . 
“The 
Ohio General 
Assembly 
has no authority to legalize, either 
directly or indirectly, lotteries in 
any form. 
“ Prescribing a specific penalty 
for 
the 
operation 
of 
gambling 
transactions for one’s own profit 
does not by indirection legalize the 
same transactions if carried on not 
for profit. 
“The defendant, therefore, can 
find no justification for the carry­ 
ing on of gambling transactions 
under or by reason of the provi­ 
sions 
of Section 13064, General 
Code. 
“ Is the ordinance valid? Mani­ 
festly, the ordinance does not un­ 
dertake to legalize anything made 
illegal by the quoted statute. 
“The ordinance merely goes fur­ 
ther than the statute in prescrib­ 
ing a penalty for engaging in gam ­ 
bling transactions not covered by 
the statute, the ordinance is not 


inconsistent with the statute. . . 
“ Without 
multiplying 
authori­ 
ties or extending the discussion, it 
is the holding of this court that in 
adopting the ordinance in question 
the City of Columbus was exercis­ 
ing the police power vested in it 
by the constitution; that the ordi­ 
nance does not conflict with the 
statute in question; and, therefore, 
that the ordinance is valid and 
enforceable.” 
Attorneys said that under the de­ 
cision, 
municipalities 
could 
ban 
bingo effectively through use of 
an ordinance similar to that used 
by the City of Columbus. State 
law w'ould apply to bingo opera­ 
tions outside municipalities, they 
added.

ons and air cover. The aim of mobilizing 
nations is to show one and all that they 
have the power to smack somebody down. 
It is the age-old method of rampant mili­ 
tarism: Yield to our demands or get hurt. 
What a farce such shenanigans soon will 
be, in view of developing atomic weapons. 
America, Russia and Britain now have 
such weapons and other nations probably 
will acquire them. A formation of troops 
then could be dissolved almost instantly by 
a bomb or an atomic cloud. 
This sort of menacing pageantry—such 
as Dictator Tito staged in an effort to in­ 
timidate the world over Trieste—is on the 
way out after centuries of employment by 
the nations of all the continents in every 
era. It was once an invigorating sight, es­ 
pecially to the jingoists and the chauvin­ 
ists. “As beautiful as an army with ban­ 
ners,’* was an oft-repeated expression. 
Well, the army with banners might just 
as well prepare to join the horses on which 
it formerly was transported. The old order 
has passed away, giving place to the new. 
What the jingoists need now is a method 
of making their own atomic array l o o k 
fearsome without bringing into play the 
equally fearsome atomic equipment of an 
opponent. 


ARMISTICE DAY 
THIRTY-FIVE YEARS AGO people ev­ 
erywhere were overjoyed by the news that 
a world war had ended, that the aggressive 
Central Powers led by#Germany had yield­ 
ed to the Allied governments and their as­ 
sociate, the United States of America. It 
had been described as a war to end wars. 
A generation later aggressive Germany 
again plunged the world into a war which 
flared on every continent and engaged vir­ 
tually all the peoples of all the lands. Again 
victory came to those who opposed stark 
and brutal aggression. It was hoped les­ 
sons learned from the mistakes of the first 
peace would result in action to put down 
aggression in the future in its incipiency. 
But Russia, whose aims and intentions 


w e r e always suspect by a large segment controlled by Viceme Lombardo Toledano. 


on two subjects: 
“ I. Statistics on the parliamentary status 
of Communist Parties, their claimed or es­ 
timated membership, and a brief state­ 
ment concerning their source of strength. 
“2. A region-by-region analysis of the ob­ 
jectives and tactics of Communism.” 
The committee counsel, Julius N. Cahn. 
who has had a vast experience in this field, 
is a quiet, studious researcher to whom a 
fact is a living thing. It is interesting to 
note how taut and lean this study is. Ac­ 
tually not a word of propaganda appears in 
it—only the established details as they are 
without trimmings. 
One remark in the introduction needs to 
be repeated: “In the first place, the Com­ 
munists have time and again proven the 
extent to which even a small, highly dis­ 
ciplined group inside or outside a parlia­ 
ment (indeed, in virtually any organiza- 
ion) can succeed in a wrecking operation. 
“Secondly, the Communists in many in­ 
stances prefer to keep the Communist Par­ 
ty as such, a small, tight ‘elite’ organiza­ 
tion. They often prefer to leave to mass, 
non-Communist Parties and organizations, 
the principal overt task of moving the soci­ 
ety in the direction the Communists want 
it to go.” 
I was particularly interested in the data 
provided concerning Latin America where, 
in recent years, 
the Communists have 
made considerable and, for us, distasteful 
progress, actually establishing themselves 
as a power in Guatemala. In 12 of the 20 
Latin American countries, they have been 
suppressed as a party, although the evi­ 
dence is that they are w o r k i n g under­ 
ground. 
According to this study, they have no 
present prospect of gaining control of Latin 
American countries by the electoral proc­ 
ess, although that does not preclude strikes, 
demonstrations, and a constant pull to the 
left 
by 
the infiltration 
of 
intellectual 
groups. It is always and in every country 
that the intellectuals fall for them. 
It is possible that they have exaggerated 
their power in the Confederation of Latin 
American Workers, but it is true that this 
dominant labor organization is Communist-

The thin, weak corn roots on the 
untreated soil went down only 42 
inches and were poorly developed ; 
in the gray subsurface soil j u s t 
above the claypan and in the clay­ 
pan itself. The roots weighed only 
eight-tenths of a ton per acre, with 
91 per cent in the upper 9 inches 
of soil. 
The well-fertilized legumes a n d 
crop residues on the treated fields 
added organic m atter that improv­ 
ed the soil’s tilth, structure a n d 
drainage. The legume t a p - r o o t s 
punched deep into the claypan soil 
to blaze a trail for the corn roots. 
The overall soil-building program 
put the land in shape to produce 
good yields even in a dry season.

His 
plans 
were revealed in a letter mailed 
home several weeks ago. 
Dowler, who left for India last 
August in a group of exchangees, 
also described the locality where 
he was living. In a reverse ver­ 
sion of the international exchange 
program 
designed 
to promote 
goodwill, a group of young 
In­ 
dians visited Pickaway County 
last Summer. 
In telling how’ he was encourag­ 
ed to organize a Young F a rm e rs’ 
Club shortly after his arrival in In­ 
dia. Dowler wrote in part: 
“ It all started on the first day 
for a week that I was able to leave 
the farm where I was staying, lo­ 
cated about 28 miles directly south 
of Bhapal and deep in the jungle. 
Our place was close to two rivers 
and almost surrounded by a small 
mountain range.

“ WE STOPPED in another vil­ 
lage about 12 miles away from the 
one near our farm . At this time I 
met the head schoolmaster, w h o 
was a graduate of agriculture in 
1950, but at that time I didn’t have 
much chance to talk to him. That 
evening I got a letter from the In­ 
dian government, wanting a de­ 
scription of the area and discussing 
the possibility of forming a Young 
F arm ers’ Club. They asked how it 
could be organized and the steps 
to be taken, plus the program of 
work. 
“ This all happened on Monday. 
Tuesday I did some thinking. It 
would be impossible to organize a 
Young F a rm e rs’ Club in this vil­ 
lage, but it might be possible in 
the other village. So, that 
after­ 
noon. I planned my approach and 
partial plan. Wednesday afternoon, 
I brought the schoolmaster home 
with me and told him about m y­ 
self, International Farm Youth E x­ 
change, and showed my slides of 


our farm and 4-H Club w o r k at 
home. 
“ This lasted some time, but he 
said he was interested and that the 
parents would also be. So I asked 
him if he would call a meeting for 
Friday. He agreed, and 
said he 
would ask in the parents and in­ 
terested villagers. 
“ Everything was going so good 
I thought I was counting my 
chickens before they hatched, so 
all day Thursday I worked on a 
program for the club and how I 
would present it to the villagers. 
“ We had the meeting and every­ 
thing went over swell. The 
head 
man and the head congressman 
were really interested and said 
they would do all they could to 
help, and even ask their govern­ 
ment to help. We did have some 
objection from the assistant school­ 
master. who did not like anything 
the headm aster did. He thought I 
was over here to sell tractors, but 
this was straightened out.” 
At the time of his letter, Dowler 
said “ everything was running in 
high gear” to set up the club.

WRITING 
FROM 
Bhapal, the 
Pickaway 
County 
representative 
told of his impressions when he 
first saw the village deep in the 
jungle. He wrote: 
“ The good roads are not like they 
are at home. They are m ade out of 
chipped rock, ham m ered by hand, 
and covered with some dirt a n d 
rolled with a steam roller. The road 
we traveled was rough, 
because 
the stones had been torn loose—and

road, it was just a bulldozed path 
through the jungle............. 
“ I was told there were all kinds 
of snakes and wild anim als in the 
jungle in this areas. We w’ent on 
several ‘ehikaris’ (hunts) but nev­ 
er saw anything.

after the moon goes down, a n d 
the usual method is to ride in a 
jeep with a spotlight. It seems 
impossible, hut a person can get 
closer to an animal in a jeep than 
by walking.
